in seclusion in the home of a West 


Vhiladelphia family, was improved to- 
Gay, and, according to physicians, 
he probably will be able to Teave 
St. Mary’s Hospital within two weeks. 
Dr. Elwood R. Kirby of this city, 
who was summoned by the Thaw 
family to attend him, said today he 
felt sure Thaw had not taken poison. 
The finding of slow poison tablets in 
pocket gave rise to the fear 
that he might have swallowed one. The 
physician said Thaw showed none of 
the early symptoms of the poison, and 
that his condition was sat!sfactory. 
When asked if he had taken any of the 
poison, he made no answer. 

The patient, under guard of two detec- 
tives and a nurse, spent a good night 
and slept well. He has had little to say 
since he was brought to the hospital. 
Thaw asked for his doctor in the night, 
but did not ask for any members of nis 
family, nor did he make any reference 
to the charges placed against him by 
the New York authorities, who accused 
him of kidnaping and beating Frederick 
Gump Jr. of Kansas City. 

Thaw’s Mind Still Hazy. . 

Dr. Kirby said Thaw’s mind was still 
somewhat hazy, as though he were suf- 
fering from the after effects of a drug 
or liquor. 

Captain of Detectives Tate expressed 
the opinion that Thaw did not realize 
he was under arrest. Later in the day. 
he said, he would question Thaw, if his 
condition should permit, and try to 
draw from him a statement regarding 
the Gump charges. 

When Thaw is able to leave the 
hospital, Capt. Tate said, the war- 
rants against him will be served and 
he also will be arraigned before a 
Police Magistrate on a charge of at- 
tempting suicide. 

Whether the family will contest the 
efforts of the New York authorities 
to have Thaw surrendered to them 
is not definitely known here. It is 
said a conference of members of the 
Thaw family and close friends will be 
held later in the day to determine 
what steps to take to combat. the 
New York charges. According to pri- 
vate detectives in the employment of 
the Thaw family, the Gump charges 
are looked upon as an attempt at 
blackmail. 

Made Round of Cafes. 

The Philadelphia detective sare not 
satisfied with the story told by Sam- 
uel Maloney, the Philadelphia rep- 
resentative of a New York detective 
agency, that he had made arrange- 
ments to have Thaw turned over to 
District Attorney Swann in New 
York. Maloney said he took Thaw 
to the quiet residential district of 
West Philadelphia so as to get him 
in condition to be taken to New York. 
Maloney said Thaw had been making 
the rounds of cafes here and when 
he got word from New York that 
Thaw was about to be arrested: he 
thought the best thing to do was to 
keep him in seclusion for a few days. 

Maloney formerly was a politica] 
leader in one of the Philadelphia wards, 
said he had no fears of an investiga- 
tion, and that arrangements had been 
completed to surrender Thaw. Amonz 
those who took part in making these ar- 
rangements, he further said, was the 
counsel for the Thaw family in Pittze- 
burg. 

Mrs. Thaw, it is said, will not come 
here unless her son's condition demands 
her presence, or unless he insists that 
she be sent for. 

Guard of Six Detectives. 
Thaw occupies a suite of two 
and a bath, adjoining which is a large 
porch. Six Philadelphia detectives have 
been assigned to the hospital, where 
they are working in shifts. Every pre- 
caution has been taken by the police 
to prevent Thaw doing any further narm 
to himself, notwithstanding the raport 
that he last night said he was giad he

Entente Nations, Asked for Peace Terms, Affirm 


the Objects Which They Seek by 
Continuing the War 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The follow- 
ing are the texts of the reply of the 
entente Governments to President Wil- 
son's peace note and of a note from the 
Belgian Government, as cabled by Am- 
bassador Sharp at Paris: 


The allied Governments have re- 
ceived the note which was delivered 
to them in the name of the Govern- 
ment of the United States on the 
18th of December, 1916. They have 
studied it with the care imposed 
upon them both by the exact 
realization which they have of the 
gravity of the hour, and by the sin- 
cere friendship which attaches them 
to the American people. 

In a general way they wish to» de- 
clare that they pay tribute to the 
elevation of the sentiment with 
which the American note is inspired 
and that they associate themselves 
with all their hopes with the project 
for the creation of a league of na- 
tions to insure peace, and justice 
throughout the world. They recog- 
nize all the advantages for the 
cause of humanity and civilization 
which the institution of international 
agreements, destined to avoid violent 
conflicts between nations would pre- 
vent agreements which must imply 
the @anctions necessary to insure 
their execution and thus to prevent 
an apparent security from only fa- 
cilitating new aggressions. 

Desire ror Early Peace. 

But a discussion of future ar- 
rangements destined to insure an en- 
during peace pre-supposes a satis- 
factory settlement of the actual con- 
flict. The allies have as profound a 
desire as the Government of the 
United States to terminate as soon 


as possible a war for which the cen-' 


tral empires are responsible -and 
which inflicts such cruel sufferings 
upon humanity. But they believe 
that it is impossible at the present 
moment to attain a peace which will 
assure them reparation, restitution 
and such guarantees to which they 
are entitled by the aggression for 
which the responsibility rests with 
the central Powers and of which the 
principle itself tended to ruin the 
security of Europe; a peace which 
would on the other hand permit the 
establishment of the future of Eu- 
ropean nations on a solid basis. The 
allied nations are conscious that 
they are not fighting for selfish in- 
terests, but above all to safeguard 
the independence of peoples, of right 
and of humanity. 

The allies are fully aware of the 
losses and suffering which the war 
causes to neutrals as well as to bel- 
ligerents and they deplore them; but 
they do not hold themselves responsi- 
ble for them, having in no way either 
willed or provoked this war, and 
they strive to reduce these damages 


tablished at the present gate it is 
the willful aggression of Germany 
and Austria-Hungary to insure their 
hegemony over Hurope and their 
economic domination over the world. 
Germany proved by her declaration 
of war, by the imniediate violation of 
Belgium and Luxemburg and by her 
manner of conducting the war. her 
simulating contempt for all princi- 
ples.of humanity and all respect for 
small states; as the conflict devel- 
oped the attitude of the central 
Powers and their allies has been a 
continual defiance of humanity and 
civilization. Is it necessary to re- 
call the horrors which accompanied 
the invasion of Belgium and of 
Servia, the atrocious regime. imposed 
upon the invaded countries, the mas- 
sacre of hundreds of thousands of 
inoffensive Armenians, the barbari- 
ties perpetrated against the popula- 
tions of Syria, the raids of Zeppe- 
lins on open towns, the destruction 
by submarines of passenger steam- 
ers and of merchantmen even under 
neutral flags, the cruel treatment in- 
flicted upon prisoners of war, the 
judicial murders of Miss Cavel. of 
Capt. Fryatt, the deportation and 
the reduction to slavery of civil pop- 
ulations, etcetera? The execution of 
‘guch a series of crimes perpetrated 
without any regard for universal 
reprobation fully explains to Presi- 
dent Wilson the protest of the al- 
lies. 


They consider that the note which 
they sent to the United States in re- 
ply to the German note will be a 
response to the questions put by the 
American Government and according 
to the exact. words of the latter, 
constitute ‘‘a public declaration as 
to the conditions upon which the 
war could be terminated.’ 


President Wilson desires more. He 
desires that the belligerent Powers 
openly affirm the objects which they 
seek by continuing the war; the al- 
lies experience no difficulty in reply- 
ing to this request. Their objects in 
the war are well known; they have 
been formulated on many occasions 
by the chiefs of their divers Gov- 
ernments. Their objects in the war 
will not be made known in detail 
‘with all the equitable compensations 
and indemnities for damages suf- 
fered until the hour of negotiations. 
But the civilized world knows that 
they imply in all necessity and in the 
first instance the restoration of Bel- 
gium, of Servia and of Montenegro 
and the indemnities which are due 
them; the evacuation of the invad- 
ed territories of France, of Russia 
and of Rumania, with just repara- 
tion; the reorganization of Europe 
guaranteed by a stable regime and 
founded as much upon respect of na- 
tionalities and full security apd lib-

ASSAILS STAND OF ALLIES 


Says Entente Communication Precludes Po3ssi- 
bility of Direct Answer—Intimates Belgium 
Might. Have Saved Itself From Ravages. 


Pv Associated Press. 

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Jan. 
12.—Germany yesterday handed to the 
neutral Governments a note concerning 
the reply of the entente to the German 
peace proposals, the Overseas News 
Agency announces. 

It is first stated, says the news agency, 
‘hat the German Government has re- 
ceived the reply of the entente to the 
note of Dec, 12, containing a proposi- 
tion to enter at once into peace nego- 
tiations. The note continues: 

“Our adversaries declined this propo- 
sition, giving as the reason that it is a 
proposition without sincerity and with- 
out importance. The form in which they 
clothe their communication excludes an 
answer to them, but the Imperial Gov- 
ernment considers it important to point 
out to the Governments of neutral Pow- 
ers its opinion regarding the situation. 

“The central Powers have no reason 
to enter into any discussion regarding 
the origin of the war. History will 
judge upon whom the immense guilt of 
the war shall fall, history’s verdict will 
pass over the encircling policy of En- 
gland, the revengeful policy of France 
and the endeavor of Russia to gain Con- 
stantinople as well ag over the insti- 
gation of the Servian assassination in 
Sarayevo and the complete mobiliza- 
tion of Russia, which meant war against 
Germany. 


‘Says Germany Has Accomplished Aim, 


“Germany and her allies, who had to 
take up arms for defense of their liber- 
ty and their existence, consider this, 
their aim of the war, as obtained. 

“On the other hand, the hostile Pow- 
ers always went further away from the 
realization of their plans, which, ac- 
cording to the declarations of their re- 
sponsible statesmen were, among others, 
directed toward the conquest of Alsace- 
Lorraine and several Prussian provinces, 
the humiliation and diminution of the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy, the parti- 
tion of Turkey and the mutilation of 
Bulgaria. 

‘In the face of such war aims, the 
demand for restitution, reparation and 
guarantees in the mouth of our adver- 
saries produces a surprising effect. 

“Our adversaries call the proposal of 
the four allied (Teutonic) Powers a war 
maneuver. Germany and her allies pro- 
test in the most energetic: fashion 
against such a characterization of their 
motives, which were frankly explained. 
They were persuaded that a peace which 
was just and acceptable to all the bel- 
ligerents was possible; that it could be 
brought about by an immediate, spoken 
exchange of views, and that, therefore, 
the responsibility for further bloodshed 
could not be taken. 

“Their readiness was affirmed, with- 
out reservation, to make known their 
peace conditions when negotiations were 


entered into, which refutes every doubt 
as to their sincerity. 
Vondemng Stand of Allies. 

“Our adversaries, who had it in their 
hands to examine the proposition as to 
its contents, neither attempted an ex- 
amination nor made counter proposals. 
Instead, they declared that peace was 
impossible so long as the re-establish- 
ment of violated rights and liberties, 
the recognition of the principle of na- 
tionalities and. the free existence of 
small states were not guaranteed. 

“The sincerity, which our adversary 
denies to the proposals of the four al- 
lied Powers, will not be conceded by the 
world to these demands if the world 
holds before its eyes the fate of the 
Irish people, the destruction of the lib- 
erty and independence of the Boer re- 
public, the subjugation of Northern Af- 
rica by England, France and Italy, the 
suppression of Russian alien nations, 
and also the violation of Greece, which 
is without precedent in history. 

“Against the pretended violations of 
the laws of nations by the four allies 
(Teutonic), those Powers are not en- 
titled to complain, which from the be- 
ginning of the war trampled on justice 
and tore to pieces the treaties upon 
which jt is built. 

Says England Violated Pledge. 

“England, during the first weeks of 
the war repudiated the London decla- 
ration, the content of which had been 
i siemenientedl

tion; so that, by her arbitrary measures 
for warfare a condition of lawlessness 
has been created. 

“Thé war of starvation against Ger- 
rmuany and the pressure exercised in En- 
giand's interest against neutrals are not 
less scandalously conflicting with the 
rules of the laws of nations as with the 
commands of humanity. 

‘Likewise contrary to the laws of na- 
tions and incompatible with the usages 
of civilization, are the use of colored 
troops in Europe and the extension of 
the war into Africa, which was done by 
a breach of existing treaties and which 
undermines the prestige of the white 
race on that continent. 

“The barbarous treatment of pris- 
oners, especially in Africa and Russia, 
and the deportation of the civilian pop- 
ulation from Eastern Prussia, Alsace- 
Lorraine, Galicia and Bukowina, are 
further proof of how our adversaries 
point out the special situation of Bel- 
gium. 

Belgian Bad Faith Charged. 

“The Imperial Government is unable 
to acknowledge that the Belgian Gov- 
ernment has always observed the duties 
which were enjoined upon her by her 
neutrality. Already before the war, 
Belgium, under England’s influence, 
sought suppert in military fashion from 
England and France and thus herself 
violated the spirit (of the treaty) which 
she had to guarantee her independence 
and neutrality. 


“Twice the imperial Government de- 
clared to the Belgian Government that 
it did not come as an enemy to Belgium, 
and asked it to spare to the country 
the terrors of war. Germany offered 
to guarantee the integrity and inde- 
pendence of the Kingdom to the full 
extent and compensate for all damages 
which might be caused by the passage 
of the German troops. It is known that

NEW YORK HERE T0 
GET MACAULEY 


Will Ask Police to Turn Toronto 
Broker Over on Forgery 
Indictment. 


A detective from New York City ar- 
with requisition papers 
the Toronto 


was in- 


rived here toda) 
for Alexander P. Macauley, 
mining broker, who yesterday 
dicted by the St. Louis grand jury ona 
charge of forgery in the second degree 
in connection with the passing of one 
of the famous ‘“Christmas’’ Keough 
counterfeit $200 travelers’ checks at the 
Stix, Baer & Fuller Dry Goods Co., un 
Dec. 30. 

The requisition papers were signed by 
Gov. Whitman of New York and stated 
that Macauley was wanted there for 
forgery and fraud. The detective, Pat- 
rick J. Curley, told the police that 10 
indictments had been returned in New 
York City against Macauley on the 
strength of the identification of his 
photograph, taken by the police here, 
by the representatives of 10 stores which 
had cashed counterfeit Keough checks 
on Dec, 23. 

Goes to Jefferson City. 

The detective stopped in St. Louis only 
a short time and then proceeded to Jef- 
ferson City to ask Gov. Gardner for 
extradition papers. He will return to 
St. Louis tomorrow, when Macauley is 
scheduled to appear before Circuit Judge 
Rassieur to answer to his $10,000 bond, 
given under a warrant issued by the 
Circuit Attorney, charging him with be- 
ing a fugitive from justice from New 
York City. 

It then will be determined whether 
Macauley will be taken to New York, 
or kept in St. Louis to answer the 
forgery charge in tne Stix, Baer & 
Fuller case. 

Macauley’s attorney, bert Fenn, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he was confident. with the affidavits 
now in his possession, that he would 
establish an alibi for his client and dis- 
prove the charges both in St. Louis and 
New York. During the day, he said, it 
would be -determinea whether protest 
would be made by Macauley against ex- 
tradition. 

“This is the biggest case of mistaken 
identity ever before tne police here,”’ 
Fenn asserted. 

Early Trial to Be Asked For. 

The attorney said that he would ask 
for an early trial, and that he felt ab- 
solutely certain that Macauley would 
be discharged and acquitted of the crime 
for which he has been indicted. . He 
said that the affidavits as to Macauley’s 
whereabouts on Dec. 23, when he is al- 
leged to have been in New York City, 
and on Dec. 30, when he is alleged to 
have been in the Stix, Baer & Fuller 
and the Famous-Barr stores, would be 
presented in court tomorrow. 

“IT will show by affidavits.’’ the law- 
yer said, “that Macauley left Toronto 
Dec. 22 on the Canadian Pacific, going 
to Detroit. He left Detroit at 3 a. m. on 
Dec. 28 on the Wabash for St. Louis, 
and arrived here at 8:04 p. m., the train 
being four hours and 34 minutes late. 
He registered at the Hamilton Hotel 
between 8 and 9 p. m. on Dec. 23, which 
was the time the New York police say 
he was in that town. 

“T have the affidavit of the night 
clerk and three bell boys at the Ham- 
ilton Hotel to prove that he registered 
there on the evening of Dec. 23. 

‘“T have 14 affidavits to prove 
on Dec. 30 he was at the hotel 
fore, during and after the time he 
was alleged to have been in the de- 
partment stores. These affidavits 
are made by guests and employes at 
the hotel who saw Macauley, spoke to 
him and were in his presence. | have 
five affidavits that Macauley was in 
the dining-room at the Hamilton 
Hotel between 6 and 6:05 p. m. on 
Dec. 30.” 

Fenn said that he had 
formed that Rose Ginsberg, 
mous-Barr employe who sold a $66 
camera to a man who presented a 
counterfeit check, had told that the 
man came to her counter about 5:40 
p. m on Saturday, Dec. 30, and did 
not leave the store until about 6:20 
Dp. .™. 


Conflicting Reports on Time. 
WhensMcCauley was arrested, Jan. 3, 


the police told reporters that the check 
passer was in the Famous-Barr store 
about 8 or 3:30 p. m. and in the Grand- 
Leader about 5 minutes before closing 
time. 

Inquiry today disclosed that the four 
employes from each store, who testi- 
fied yesterday before the Grand Jury, 
fixed the time the man left the Grand- 
Leader at between 6:30 and 6 o'clock, 
and that the man entered the Famous- 
Barr store about 5:40 and left at 6:30 
through a Locust street door, the other 
doors having been closed at 6 p. m. 
The Famous-Barr employes said the 
man who selécted the camera took off 
his hat, upon approaching the counter, 
and wiped perspiration from his fore- 
head. The two stores are two blocks 
distant. 

Indictment Returned Here. 

The employes of the two stores, wis 
last week were positive in their iden- 
tification of MeCauley as the man who 
presented the counterfeit checks, were 
before the Grand Jury less than two 
hours yesterday afternoon, and an in- 
dictment against McCauley was voted 
immediately. The penalty for second 
degree forgery is from five to ten years 
in prison. 

The $200 counterfeit travelers’ check, 
which the Grand-Leader cashed in pay- 
ment for a $79 set of furs, was shown to 
the Grand Jury. As told before it was 
made out to “J. A. Paget,.”’ one of the 
names frequently used on the “‘Christ- 
mas" Keough checks, but the handwrit- 
ing différs greatly from the signature 
of “J. A. Paget’ on another such check

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SENATORS PLAN TO ‘LEAK’ INQUIRY 10

Democrats Abandon Plan 
Close It After Making 
Adverse Report.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Taunted 
by Republicans, who charged they 
did not dare investigate further the 
charges of the stock market leak on 
President Wilson's peace note, the 
House Democrats today abandoned 
their plans for closing the inquiry 
and without a vote recommitted the 
Wood resolution to the Rules Com- 
mittee for further action. 

This action came after Representa- 
tive Cantrill of Kentucky, a Demo- 
crat, dissenting from the views of 
his colleagues, during the discussion 
of the majority’s adverse report on 
the resolution had requested that the 
Rules Committee recall Thomas W. 
Lawson, and Chairman Henry had 
asked unanimous consent that the 
resolution be recommitted and that 
the committee be directed to cite 
Lawson for contempt if he continued 
to refuse to answer questions. 


The majority report was brief. Pre- 
sented by Chairman Henry, it merely 
said, ‘“‘No evidence was addyced sus- 
taining the charges in the (Wood) reso- 
lution.”’ 

Representative Campbell offered as a 
substitute his resolution to make the 
widest possible inquiry into all angles 
of the “‘leak’’ charges. 

**Not one particle of evidence was ad- 
duced to sustain the resolution offered 
by Representative Wood,” said Chair- 
man Henry. ‘No Democrat will submit 
that there was any warrant found for 
these charges and surely no Republican 
will assert here that there was any evi- 
dence found to sustain them. 

“There is another resolution, the orig- 
inal resolution, for an inquiry into a 
leak in the President's message still be- 
fore the committee. 

“A subcommittee has been appointed 
to consider the conduct of a contuma- 
cious witness, Thomas W. Lawson, who 
refused to answer certain questions. 
Those matters may be considered by 
the committee and the House later."’ 

No Apology to Make. 

Representative Wood of Indiana, 
thor of the resolution, address 
House, declaring he had no apology to 
make for his action. 

“I was compelled to introduce the res- 
olutions,’’ said Wood, “because every- 
where, both in and out of Congress, 
there were reports that men in high 
rlaces had profited on the stock market 
through advance information.

'ELLIOE SAYS BRITISH. | 


Ever, but Will Be Met, First 
Sea Lord Declares. 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—The activities of 
the 4000 ships of the British navy were 
discussed by Admiral Sir John R. Jel- 
licoe, First Sea Lord, in an address at 
a luncheon given in his honor in Lon- 
don yesterday. 

“The submarine menace to the mer- 
chant service is far greater now than 
at any period of the war, and it re- 
quires all of our energy to combat It,” 
he said. 

Admiral Jellicoe said the menace must 
and would be dealt with, but the British 
would. have to make good their inevi- 
table losses, and in order to do so were 
dependent upon the shipbuilding in- 
dustry of the country, to which he ap- 
pealed to put forth 
continually and ungrudgingly to main- 
tain the strength of the mercantile ma- 
rine, g 

Referring to Germany’s boasts con- 
cerning occasions when the German 
fleet searched the North Sea for the 
British, Admiral Jellicoe said: 

‘®ur enemies only on one occasion 
have ventured sufficiently far with their 
main fleet to give us an opportunity of 
engaging them. No vessels, neutrals or 
British, have sighted the.German fleet 
far from its ports on any other occa- 
sion.”’ | 
Extraordinary Difficulties, 

After expatiating on the extraordin@ry 
difficulties with which the navy had 
to contend owing to the mines, sub- 
marines, torpedo craft and other men- 
aces, Admiral Jellicoe said: 

“The approximate number of vessels 
of all classes comprising the British 
navy today is nearly 4000. It includes 
battleships, battle cruisers, light cruis- 
ers, destroyers, submarines, mine sweep- 


ers, patrols and many other miscel- 


for the effective conduct of the war of 
today. 

“Our activities range from the White 
Sea, where we are doing our best to as- 
sist our gallant Russian allies, past the 
North and South Atlantic, where cruis- 
er squadrons are at work, on to the 
far Pacific, where we are co-operating 
with out Japanese allies. In fact, there 
is no part of the world where the navy 
has not duties and responsibilities in 
connection with this war.’ 

Referring to the work of the orulner 
squadron in home waters Admiral Jel- 
licoe said it was mainly engaged in pre- 
venting supplies from reaching the Teu- 
tonic allies. He added that on an av- 
erage this squadron intercepted and ex- 
amined on the high seas 80 ships weekly. 
The Admiral paid tribute to the work of 
the mercantile marine, saying: 

“Upon it we have been dependent for 
the movement of our troops overseas, 
More than seven millions of men have 
been tr@&nsported by it, together with 
all the guns, munitions and stores re- 
quired by the army””’ 

Patrolé and Mine Sweepers. 

In addition to manning the transports, 
Admir@# Jellicoe continued, the mercan- 
tile marine had been largely responsible 
for the manning of the entire British 
patrol and the mine sweeping flotilla, 
nearly 2500 skippers being thus employed. 

“Without our mercantile marine the 
navy, indeed the nation, could not ex- 
ist,”’ the first sea lord said. 

“No one can ask for a finer personnel 
than we have in the navy,” Admiral 


Jellicoe declared in concluding.

RUHR DEFRAUDED 
CARPENTER ESTATE 
OF OVER $11,000 


No Accounting for $5157 of 
Life Insurance Money in His 
Hands for Investment. 


| The losses to the James B. Carpen- 
ter estate through Frank B. Ruhr, the 
realty dealer who killed himself in For- 
est Park Nov. 6 last, when threatened 
with exposure of some of his transac- 
tions, were revealed today to total‘ prop- 
ably more than $11,000, instead of $4000, 
as at first estimated. Members of the 
Carpenter family who have been investi- 
| Sating deeds of trust purchased by Car- 
penter through Ruhr, and other affairs 
of the estate, said there was every Indi- 
cation that Ruhr’s frauds in this one 
instance would go. beyond the larger 
amount. 

The largest single item of loss to che 
estate, and one not heretofore disclosed, 
is $5157 of life insurance, which Carpen- 
ter carried.

was turned over to him for investment, 
but never to have made any further 
accounting for it beyond a credit en- 
try on his books. 

The second largest item of loss is on 
10 deeds of trust purchased from Ruhr 
at various times for an approximate 
total of $6000. It is the belief of those 
who have been looking into these deeds 
of trust that most of them are worth- 
less, and there is little expectation that 
more than $1500 at most will be realized 
from them. Two of them are missing. 

Converted Check to Own Use. 

Another item is a check for $700, rep- 
resenting the sale price of stock in 
an ice company at Knoxville, Tenn., 
which was disposed of after Carpenter's 
death. Ruhr is declared to have con- 
verted the proceeds of the check to his 
own use. 

A fourth loss fs of five shares of stock 
of the National Bank of Commerce of 
a par value of $500, which Ruhr is be- | 
lieved to have disposed of, converting 
the money to his own use. Figuring the 
bank atock at par, the four ‘items 
amount to $10,857. The stock, however, 
is selling considerably above par in the | 
open market, so that those estimating 
the Carpenter estate losses say $11,000 is 
a conservative amount. 

Fred G. Carpenter ‘of Webster 
Groves, an instructor in the St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts at Washington 
University, explained to the Post- 
Dispatch today how Ruhr was en- 
abled to defraud his family, both be- 
fore and after his father’s death. 

“Tt is small wonder that Ruhr was 
able to defraud my family,” Fred G. 
Carpenter said, ‘‘when my father’s 
friendship for him and trust in him is 
considered, and the confidence in Ruhr 
Which “Wwe inherited from my father was 
heightened by his uniform courtesy of 
manner toward us and apparent interest 
in our welfare. No regular payments of 
interest money was made by him, but 
when comparatively small sums were 
wanted for temporary purposes they al- 
ways were forthcoming promptly and 
once he produced $1000. 

“Ruhr always was particularly con- 
siderate toward my mother. I recall 
{hat when she wished to make a visit 
to Chicago last summer he not only at- 
Lended to purchasing her railroad ticke*. 
but supplied her with money for other 
expenses, called for and took her to 
Union Station in his automobile, placed 
her aboard her train and omitted noth- 
ing which it was possible to do for her 
comfort. It was by many similar acts 
that he continued to beguile us. 

‘In admitting our more or less pri- 
vate affairs to public knowledge, the 
point I particularly wish to emphasize 
is that any person making investments 
through an individual should insist upon 
securities when their money is handed 
over, instead of merely receipts, and 
should satisfy themselves beyond a pos- 
sibility of doubt that the securities are 
valid.”’ 

Was Hunted by 

The $700 check transaction oc- 
curred a few days before Ruhr’s 
death. He asked that the check. be 
sent to him, saving it would have to 
go through the Probate Court, and 
he would atiend to that. Asked to 
account for the money he gave three 
personal checks totaling 3700, which 
were found to be worthless. The 
Carpenter family,.- their suspicions 
aroused for the first time, engaged 
an attorney who began a fruitless 
attempt at a conference with Ruhr, 
which lasted three days, until Ruhr 
ended his life.

THE ALLIES’ REPLY. | 

The reply of the entente Powers to the Presi- 
dent’s note asking for the objects of the war has 
the merit of frankness. Without entering into 
details of reparation and compensation, which 
properly may be dealt with in conference, Great 
Britain and her allies state candidly, in broad 
terms, the objects they seek in prosecuting the 
war. Of course, they are maximum terms, which 
doubtless would be modified to some extent in 
negotiations. 

The restoration of all conquered territory, with 
reparation for injuries is fundamental. Guaran- 
tees of future peace, with security of national in- 
dependence and freedom from aggression is an- 
other fundamental condition. In these terms 
there is an appealing justice and idealism to which 
all neutrals may subscribe, but which is not sus- 
tained in some of the special objects sought by 
some of the allies. Nations like Italy and Ru- 
mania, which entered the war for selfish acqui- 
sition taint with their terms the just conditions 
demanded for others. 

The separate Belgian note adds the cry of tragic 
injustice and pathos which touches the heart of 
the world. It emphasizes the force of the indict- 
ment of Germany for aggression and the demands 
for restoration and reparation in the situation 
of the conquered small nations. It strengthens the 
whole case of the allies. 

Belgium is a mountain difficult in the way of 
Germany’s path to peace. The Belgian crime con- 
fronts her at every turn. The alleged military ne- 
cessity which induced the German Government to 
invade and conquer Belgium has driven it into 
ruthless disregard of all the laws of civilization. 
It has gone from bad to worse. It has passed from 
the admitted wrong of invasion to the barbarism 
of oppression and deportation. The Government 
is facing now a rising tide of moral condemnation 
and finds a necessity higher than that of military 


before it can hope to gain the moral support of 
the neutral world. 

The reply of the allies calls for more than the 
counter indictment which Germany sends the 
neutral nations. It calls for a statement of terms 


settlement and a permanent peace on the basis of 
the independence and security of the small na- 
tions. This much at least is required. 

President Wilson might submit the terms of 
the entente and ask for a similar statement from 
Germany and her allies. Can Germany give a 
statement of this kind? Will her own ambitions 
and that of her allies, including the Turk and the 
Bulgar and the desperate Austrian, permit her to 
meet the conditions of the allies at least half 
way? 

The present attitude of the belligerents pre- 
cludes hope of an early settlement. Unless it is 
radically changed it foreshadows war to the ex- 
haustion of one or both of the groups of warring 
nations. But thfe door of peace is open. 
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MR. OWEN AND JUDICIAL ‘USURPATION. 

Senator Owen has a bill declaring that Judges 
who hold that an act of Congress is invalid/be- 
cause in conflict with the Constitution shall be 
guilty of usurpation and removed from office. 

How, then, must great struggles between oppos- 
ing views of public policy be adjusted and com- 
posed? Nothing is clearer than that majorities, 
magnifying their own powers, have repeatedly in- 
fringed the rights of minorities and individuals 
and that they will continue to infringe them in 
the future. What recourse will outraged minor- 
ities and individuals have, if denied the relief of 
the courts? When power is used too arrogantly, 
must they start a civil war to hold majorities in 
restraint and enforce justice? 

It has become the fashion of late to decry the 
authority under which the courts resolve in seem- 
ly orderly procedure conflicts between the su- 
perior and the lesser Jaw. There is a failure to 


problem the Government scientists are trying to 
solve. Surely they should receive all possible 
help aud encouragement. 

If a shortage of fertilizers means so much loss 
to us in times of peace, what would it be in time 
of war, assuming the United States could be 
blockaded as successfully as Germany is? 
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CONGRESSIONAL DESPOTISM. 

The veto of the District of Columbia prohibition 
bill would be a wise act by President Wilson, 
thoroughly in accord with his own expressed prin- 
ciples and with Democratic progress. The ground 
of the veto, which js predicted, is the failure of 
Congress to incorporate a referendum clause. 

Why should not the people of the District of 
Columbia have a voice in the laws regulating their 
conduct? The public policy which vests in Con- 
gress the government of the district deprives the 
people of any voice in their own government. 
They are subject in a measure to a foreign despot- 
ism, which should be tempered as much as pos- 
sible by progressive methods, which give the 
people the power to pass upon measures affecting 
local conditions. 

Certainly in sumptuary measures which hardly 
affect Congressmen at all, but seriously affect the 
lives of the residents of the district, the people 
should have a deciding voice. To deprive them 
of the voice is despotic on the part of Congress. 
It is contrary to the professed principles of 
Congressmen and to the principles of American 
Government. 

When Congressmen for the sake of political cap- 
ital at home, ignore their principles and profes- 
sions they should be halted. A jar by the Presi- 
dent will help them to a clearer view of popular 
rights. 
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LESSON OF THE VICE RAIDS. 

Once more the public has been shocked at dis- 
covering, through the police raids, that vice tends 
towards segregation, and that disorderly women, 
and their backers, supposed to have been driven 
out when the segregated district was closed, have 
started a new pest spot, with the tacit consent 
of the authorities. 

This periodical raiding of cviaiintiel used for im- 
moral purposes will always be futile as long as the 
property owner and his agents are not penalized 
by the law but are permitted to suffer vicariously 
in the persons of their prof{table tenants. 

“ As the Post-Dispatch has pointed out Missouri 
needs what is known as the Injunction and Abate- 
ment Law, in force in Washington and other 
cities, which empowers any citizen to proceed 
against persons conducting, maintaining, owning 
or acting as agent for any property used for im- 
moral purposes. The property is condemned,

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POTASH IN PEACE OR WAR. 

Continued financial support of the Department 
of Agriculture’s experiments to find a satisfac- 
tory American supply of potash is being sought 
from Congress and there seems to be every rea- 
son why it should be granted. Hitherto entirely 
dependent upon Germany for potash, the United 
States is actually suffering because the war has 
interrupted the supply. 

The economic condition of Germany today is 
a striking illustration of the risk a nation takes 
when it depends upon imporations of fertilizer 
materials. Prof. Arthur Richmond Marsh. a 
noted economist, declares that because of a lack 
of such materials Germany's 1917 crops will be 
eut-in half. The potato crop, he thinks, will 
diminish 60 per cent and there will be a reduction 
of at least a third in the grain crops and fully 
half in the output of milk, butter and meat. 
While Germany has potash in plenty, it must 
import nitrates. The United States must import 
both potash and nitrates. 

No mineral deposits of potash of any conse- 
quence have yet been found in our own country. 
The Department of Agriculture is trying to find 
a profitable means of producing it from the vast 
quantities of kelp to be found along the Pacific 
seaboard. Dry kelp will yield 10 to 30 peF cent of 
potash. As yet, however, the cost of production

glazed calfskin, in a delicate bird’s egg 
blue, with a tooling in gold, held the 
picture of a child, its dress tinted a soft 
blue to match the eyes. Another frame 
Was of golden brown, with dull gold 
fooling, for a sepia portrait. Small 
folding photograph cases, for the father 
who travels to carry with him, showing 
the faces of all the loved ones at home, 
were shown in polished green, or navy 
blue or gray. 

In the front of the window were some 
traveling watches,.each encased in a 
round or octagonal leather case which 
formed an easel when opened, so that 
the watch may stand on the table, 
handy for a glimpee in the morning at 
rising time, yet keeping it flat enough 
for the pocket.

cushion. This case comes in the dain- 
tiest of colors, with lining to match. 
Another case was intended for veils, a 
square affair which had four flaps, all 
of which opened out so that the veil 
might be laid smoothly and folded in. 
‘It was equipped with a traveling veii 
and a bar pin set with colored rock- 
stones and rhinestones. A case for hair- 
pins accompanied it. This had a lamb 
skin lining and held four compartments 
for pins of different sizes. 

The jewel pockets are so pretty that 
it seems a shame to conceal them be- 
neath the skirt, where they hang from 
a belt strapped around the waist. In 
gray suede, with a dove gray lining, 
they hold the jewelry one is wearing, 
and an extra supply of money, in safe 
seclusion.
